In reply to the Office Action dated July 26, 2006, requesting an election of a single 
species of ingredient as recited in claims 93 and 103-106, and a single species of powder 
media as recited in claims 97-102, for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable, Applicants hereby elect the 
following species: 

• Ingredient: fatty acid (as recited in claim 105). Claims 2, 11-14, 92, 93, 97- 
102, 105, 107 and 108 read on the elected species of ingredient. 

• Powder media: agglomerated eukarvotic medium powder for culturing an 
animal cell (as recited in claim 97).
